A Tory Organ on the War. 
I TheL'.iidon Herald, Lord Derby's organ, 
I and tho leading representative of the Tory 
\ party, talk* in the following stylo relative to 
a war with tho United States: 

Our American trade has dwindled almost 
j to nothing Prom sixteen million* in nine 
| months it has sunk to five and a half, and it 
; is not likely U} increase while the blockade con- 
tinues, and while the North maintains tho 
} Morrill tariff. We do not on this amount de- 
sire a war, or deprecate it less than we -hould 
have done had the ca~c been otherwise. But 
in order that Americans should not de- 
lude themselves with the idea that they are 
our best customers, and therefore may behave 
as they please towards us, it is as well that 
they ,-hould know that we already 'suffer by 
their quarrel as much as we should sutler by

A Cotton Moscow— Will tho Southern Planters 
Burn their Cotton. 
In Russell's last letter to the London 
Times we find the following significant para- 
graph: 

•'Tobacco is the prop of the French Throne, 
as cotton is the base of the English mon- [ 
archy. But cotton has a good deal to say to 
the destinies of the Bonaparte 'dynasty also. 
It is largely used, not only in the factories of 
Rouen and the valley of the Seine, and a 
Mulhousc, but it is etseWtial to the manufac- 
ture of numerous fabrics mixed with silk, 
made bv the dangerous people w ho live in 
that terrihle city of Lyons. M. Belmont, 
whose visit to the Charleston Convention Is 
said to have been attended with such direful 
results, has had a severe lesson in the seizure 
of his tobacco at Richmond, and may now 
feel that his qutuulaui friends are very sincere 
enemies. But beyond the personal question 
there is a real conviction that France must 
have tobacco and c>tt<>ii from America, sir 
perish; and I am assured if the Northerners 
succeed in landing at any port in thtSnuth, fhe 
planters, as a proof of their determination, and 
as a punishment for non-reeugnitiun. will lay 
their eidton in flames on every acre of then- 
soil threatened by an enemy, f. iche, hue- sent 
the fierce beatings of thai fervid Southern heart 
can well believe in a eotton Moscow — nobody 
here does. They all believe in dollars; they 
are satisfied the planters wilt yield to so many 
cents per pound J or cotton. Stand by and let 
us see." 

Mr. Russell believes evidently the Southern 
planters will burn their cotton, if necessary, 
to prevent its falling into our hands.

In consequence, therefore, of the civil war 
in America, our exports thither have dimin- 
ished by nearly su-ty per cent. Our imports 
thence, of course, will, in the six months be- 
ginning with September, the period of the 
cotton exportation, be still more markedly de- 
ficient. By the present state of things, there- I 
fore, we lose about three fourths of our trade 
with America, and much more than three ! 
fourths of our advantage by that trade. — 
What more could we lose by war? Is it not 
likely that we should gain by it? Is there a 
man in tile Northern Slates so grossly ignor- 
ant of the trade between England ami Amer- 
ica, as not to know that a very large portion 
of her export trade, and by far the moat im- 
portant portion of her import trade, was w ith 
the South, even when through the North. 
The North, war or no war, is pretty well 
closed to us by the Morrill tariff. The South, 
we remaining neutral, is closed to us by the ; 
Northern ships, which pretest! to blockade 
its coast-, but which would hi: captured or 
driven ashore before war between this coun- 
try and the North had lasted six weeks. If, 
then, we grant that half our exports and u 
fourth of our imports were for and from the 
North ; the first are now reduced by at least 
one hall', the latter we will .suppose to remain 
the same; we have, then, to lose by war, one 
fourth of our total trad- with America as it 
was in 1S00, and we, regain at onco one hall 
the export and three fourths of the import 
trade, which was done in that year in South- 
ern goods or Engli-h goods intended for 
Southern consumption. So far as trade 
goes, then, it gives the Americans no hold 
whatever upon us. First, we have no trade 
worth keeping with the North; second, war 
would open to us a most valuable direct trade 
with the South. Viewed purely from a com- 
mercial point of sight, it is even possible that 
a war with Mr. Lincoln's government would 
be a blessing to the staple manufactures ol 
this country. We trust that our Transntlan- 
tic contemporaries will make a note of tbi- 
fact, and bear in mind that what further pu- 
tience and forbearance Great Britain ruai 
show to the reckless and insolent mon win 
unfortunately rule and represent the North 
ern States, is granted to kindred blood and to 
institutions free from the stain of slavery 
not to trade connection. So long as honor 
permits, we would fain avoid avenging on 
the Northern States the lawless outrages and 
impertinent language of their rulers, etnbas- 
sudors and officer": but we would not that 
thev should attribute the dignified patience 
and long-suffering of England to a Wrung 
motive, least of all to a ti-Hr of injuring in 
terests which would certainly not suffer b) 
war. 

We hope that we shall not be misunder- 
stood ; of course we expect to be misrenre 
sented. We are quite aware that cettain 
journals will accuse us of desh-ing to exciti 
the people of this country to war for the suki 
of their selfish interests, or to gratify our own 
"hatred of free institutions." We deny thi 
charge now, that we may not be compelled t> 
notice it hereafter. We deprecate war at all 
times, when war can bo avoided without in 
curring worse disasters — we deprecate, alnivt 
all wars, a war with a kindred people, when 
victory is too certain to be glorious, and where 
our every victory must be encouraging to tin 
supporters of a Cause detestable to English 
hearts. But we believe that the only dange 
of war arises from the violent temper and 
unprincipled calculation of certain lenders of 
public opinion in the Noilhern States; am- 
we wish lo warn them, and their friends in 
England, that their calculations are utlerh 
unsound ; that they have already done to tin 
English people all the mischief in their pow- 
er, ami that to compel us to war would be u 
repair the worst material injuries they havi 
already inflicted on us. If thev understate 
this in time, we believe pence to be maintain" 
ble: if not, tho guiltwill rest with those whosi 
wanton outrages disturbed it, not with thot" 
who forbear as long as forbearance il ^OSslb* 
It is to them, not to us, that remonstrances ii 
favor of pence should be addressed.

No matter what thev may 
have been, one thing is clear, and that is that 
the contest now going on is upon the part of 
the people of the Confederate States for the 
right to govern themselves, and to resist sub- 
jugation by the North. [Hear, hear.] They 
occupy a territory as largo as England, 
France, Spain, and Austria together — they 
are ip.000,000 in number— they are chiefly 
producers of important raw materials, and 
iniyers of all kinds of manufactured goods. 
Their pursuits, soil, climate, and production 
are totally different from those of the North. 
They think it their interest to buy where they 
can buy cheapest, and to sell w here they can 
sell dearest. In all this the North differs toto 
eeelo from them, and now makes war upon us 
to enforce tin* supremacy of their mistaken 
ideas and selfish interest. [Hear, hear, and 
cheers.] In defense of their liberties nnd sov- 
ereign independence, the Confederate Slates 
and people are united and resolute. They are 
invaded by a power numbering 20,000,1 MM 1; yet 
for eight months has the Confederate Govern- 
ment successfully resisted — aye. repelled — 
that invasion, along a mililnrv frontier of 
1,000 miles. 

Though cut off by blockade from all for- 
eign trade, tbeir internal resources halve 1 been 
adequate to the equipment and maintenance 
in the field of an army of aver 250,000 troops. 
Can all this be, and yet tb&C 0.000.000 of 
whites be divided.' The idea is preposterous. 
So much has been said about our efforts to 
obtain foreign intervention, that 1 may be 
allowed to declare emphatically that the Con- 
federate States have neither sought nor de- 
sired it. Th, y can maintain their independ- 
ence intact by their own strength. As to 
their recognition' by the Powers of the world, 
that, of course, they desire. They are a peo- 
ple, a nation, exhibiting elements of power 
which few Slates of tho world possess. But 
they have no reason to complain, nor do thev 
feel aggrieved, because these great Powers -< ■<■ 
lit for a season to defer their formal recogni- 
tion and reception into the family of nations. 
However th-y may differ from them as to 
the period when their recognition shall take 
place, they fully understand that such action 
is purely a question to be determined by 
those countries each for itself, nnd with refer- 
ence to its own interests and views of public 
policy. Other nations having trading rela- 
tions with us have quite as much interest to 
-end Ministers and Consuls to us as we have 
to send such representatives to them. [Bear, 
heart] Why. then, shall there not be. peace' 
Simply because the North in its pride will 
not admit that to be a fact — a fait accompli — 
which Old England, followed by th'e tirsi 
Powers of E irope. has recognized, and which 
the Confederate Government and armies have 
repeatedly demonstrated to bo a stern and 

hi ly fact — the fact that we are a belliger 

ent Power. There can be no basis for nego- 
nations, or for p ace proposals or consuitn 
lions so long as the Confederates arc deemed 
lo be, und are treated as. rebels. [Hear.] But 
when our adversary shall b come sufficiently 
calm to treat us us a belligerent Power, the 
morning of peace will dawn in the horizon 
When that hour shall arrive. 1 think 1 may 
say the Confederate Government will be in- 
flexible upon one point only — it- honor and in- 
dependence. For the great interests of peace 
and humanity it will yield much that is 
merely material or of secondary importance.

An Extraordinary Salt AYell. — One of 
the most extraordinary salt well- on record, 
perhaps, is that now being operated atWeHs- 
vdle, in Columbiana county. Ohio. The Well 
was sunk in anticipation of finding oil, but 
when at a depth of four hundred and eighty 
feet, the borers struck a vein of gas, which 
burst forth with such violence as to eject all 
the tools used in boring, together with two 
hundred feet of pipe which had been previ- 
ously introduced. The boring had developed 
a very strong vein of salt water, and the gas 
continued to spout the whole column of salt 
and fresh water furnished by the well, to the 
height of one hundred and fifty feet, for six 
months. The idea of manufacturing salt w as 
then conceived, and alter the neceacary cans, 
tanks, dec, were put up, the work was com- 
menced. The gas was brought in pipes from 
the gasometer and introduced into the furnace 
in various jets, which, being ignited, perform 
the whole office of evaporation without any 
other fuel. The furnace glows with an in- 
tense boat, and the flame issues from the top 
of the chimney. The salt water flows about 
six gallons per minute, and there is more 
than sufficient gas to evaporate the whole. It 
yields about a barrel of salt par hour. The 
gas furnishes a pressure of one hundred nnd 
eighty-six pounds t () the square inch, which 
is eighty or ninety pounds per inch more 
than is usually allowed in running a locomo- 
tive engine. The well is a most extraordi- 
nary one, and the owners, though they failed 
to find oil. will, it is believed, make a band- 
w>iEo thing out of it. •

Gen. Bragg 
had declared to his troops that he would 
never surrender ulive, and the utmost enthu- 
siasm prevailed among the men. 

On Thursday Gen. Bragg would engage 
Col. Brown in front, ami landing a large 
force on the island, was to take him in the 
rear. It is generally believed that an action 
has taken place at Pensacola, between our 
vessels and the rebels, and that Brags has 
been whipped, Pensacola burned, and proba- 
bly Bragg S Whole force captured.

The pirate steamer Nashville arrived at 
Southampton on tho 21st. On the 19th she 
boarded the American ship Harvey Burcli. 
from Havre to New York, and took ofl dipt.

The Fort Monroe correspondent of the Phil- 
adelphia Enquirer announces t he arrival there 
of the United States gunboat Cour de Lion 
from Washington ; she had 42 shots fired at 
her, but received only one, doing hut little 
damage. A man calling himself Bryan 
O'Uara, of Porto Rico, who came from Nor- 
folk on Tuesday with a flag of truce, was de- 
tained by Gen. Wool, and his trunk examined. 
It contained valuable papers, some sealed and 
stamped by the British Consul ut Charleston, 
and directed to Lord Lyons.

Mr. ANDREWS said that a large quantity 
of business had accumulated in the hands of 
tho committe. and unless gentlemen would 
present their hills, the committee would ask 
to ho discharged from all leaves in their 
hands. 

Mr. WOLFE— Federal Relations— A hill to 
repeal an act, entitled '! An act to regulate the 
citv court of Louisville. Passed. 

Mr. GEO. R. THOMAS— County Courts— 
A bill for the benefit of Chas. R. Samuels, 
clerk of the Bullitt County Ooart. Passed. 

Also — A bill amending tho law regulating 
the number of school days in a calendar month. 
Referred to the Committee on Education. 

Mr. BURN AM— Circuit Courts— A bill to 
establish a conventional rate of interest. 

Ordered, that 'he bill be printed and made 
the special order for the Committee of the 
Whole on Tuesday next, at 11 o'clock. 

The bill reads as follows: 

\ 1. lie, it enacted by the General Assembly of | 
the Cojnmunwe.il th of Kentucky, That the 
parties to any bond, bill, promissory note, or! 
other instrument of writing for the payment 
or forbearance of money, may stipulate therein 
for interest receivable upon the amount off 
such bond, bill, promissory note, or other in- 
strument, at any rate not exceeding ten per 
centum per annum: Provided, hutvecer. That 
no incorporated banking institution of this 
State shall be entitled to receive more than 
the rate of interest specified in its charter; or 
if no rate he specified, more than six per cent, 
yearly upon any loan or discount whatsoever. 

<* 2. That upon all judgments or decrees 
rendered upon any bond, bill, promissory 
note, or other instrument aforesaid, into est 
shall be computed till payment, at the rate 
specified ill such bond, bill, note, or other in- 
strument, not exceeding ten per centum, as 
aforesaid; or, in cuse no rate of interest is 
specified, at six per centum vearlv. 
, Mr. TURNER— Codes of Practice— A bill 
to amend the 'Jiilst section of the Code of 
Practice. Passed. 

Mr. ALLEN offered the following resolu- 
tion, which was adopted : 

Resolved by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That the Senate 
and House! of Representatives, on the 0th day 
of Decemlver next, will proceed to the election 
of a Public Printer, Librarian, and Keeper 
of the Penitcntiarv. 

Mr. V. B. YOUNG offered the following 
resolution : 

Resolved by the. General Assembly of the 
jiin'numveaUh of Kentucky. That the Public 
I'rWjrr be directed to print the usual number 
- of the rules of this Howe, and that 
he be directed to print with said rules, the 
Constitution of the United States and the 
proclamation of Andrew Jackson against the 
State of South Carolina, in 1*32. 
The resolution was rcje-ted. 
Mr. YEAMAN offered the following reso- 
lutions : 

Resolved, That the Committee on Military 
Affairs he instructed to inquire and report to 
this Houso whether it is expedient and neces- 
sary to raise twenty-five thousand troops in 
Kentucky, or any other number, in n/lilition 
to those now in service from this State, for a 
term of service not exceeding one year, to be 
organized and officered under the authority 
of the State, and subject to (he order of the 
Commanding General of this Department. 
And if so expedient, 

Resolved, That a committee be appointed 
and authorized by this General Assembly to 
arrange with the United States Government 
for the services of such troops, and for defray- 
ing tho expenses of arming and equipping the 
men, and their payment while in tho ser- 
vice.

Resolved by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That whereas 
there are numerous persons in the United 
States drawing pensions from the Govern- 
ment of the I nited States, who are disloyal 
to said govern mont; therefore, 



Resolved, That our Senators and Represen- 
tatives in Coiigre.-s be requested to ho amend 
the laws in relation to pensions that no per- 
son *r pensioner of the United Slates shall 
be allowed to draw his or her, until he proves 
his or her loyalty to said government, to the 
satisfaction <>i' the pension office or the mem- 
ber of Congress of his or her respective dis- 
tricts. 

Resolred, That the oath of loyalty alone 
shall not be sufficient to entitle said pensioner 
to payment of pension. 

Rexolved, That the Speaker of tho House 
of Representatives bo, and he is hereby, re- ! 
quested to send a copy of the above, and fore- 
going resolutions to each of our Senators and 
Representatives in Congress, and to all of the 
Governors of the United Slates. 

Mr. TURNER offered the following reso- 
lutions, which were referred under the rule: 

Wiiekeas, It is the duty of this General 
Assembly, in times of great national peril, to 
express plainly and unequivocally their (•pin- 
ions, and the opinions of their constituents, 
upon all the great questions of the day; where- 
fore be it 

Resolved, That government is but an ag- 
gregation of individuals associated together 
for the promotion of the common good, and 
the preservation of their lives and liberty and 
property; and that all governments derive 
their just powers from the consent of the gov- 
erned. 

Resolred, That our national government is 
one of special powers, and cannot properly 
exercise any authority except within their 
legitimate scope. 

Revolved. That tho people have vested 
tho Stato governments with general powers, 
which are limited alone by the reserved 
rights of individuals and the restrictions of 
the National Constitution — subject to these 
restrictions, the State governments are su- 
preme within the scope of the purposes for 
which they were created. 

Resolved, Those who are born in a 
Government, or arc adoptpd as citizens 
thereof, become parties to the original com- 
pact, and agree to delegate to the Govern- 
ment all the powers given it by the indi- 
viduals who framed it. 

Betplvtd, Although Governments arc based 
upon the consent of tho governed, when 
once formed, a minority cannot, at its will, 
overturn thorn without the consent of the 
majority. 

ilesoitrd, Our National Constitution is not 
the creature of the States, or compact be- 
tween the States, hut is the creature of the 
people, and acts directly upon them. 

Resolved, That no State or States have the 
right to secede at will from tho National 

Government. 

Resolred, The right of revolution is a right 
reserved by individuals in the formation of 
governments, and exists in all governments; ; 
but this right can only he properly exercised I 
when the government becomes so oppressive, ' 
and so tar trespasses upon the reserved rights 
of individuals, that the consequences of re- 
sistance are less disastrous than those of sub- ' 
mission, and aro such as justify an invocation 
of all the horrors of civil war. 

Resolved, That (here exists no just and <uf- 
Bcient grounds for the pretended exercise of 
the right of revolution in the present wicked 
attempt to overthrow our National Govern- 
ment, "which, with all its imperfections, is 
the best government ever framed by human' 
intellect. " 

/,' ,,/rrd. That many of the leaders of the 
States Rights party have, by justifying and 
approving the invasion ef Kentucky, openly 
ami shamelessly abandoned tho doctrine 
which they had so zealously inculcated and 
enforced. 

R< solved. That all tho citizens of Kentucky ' 
who are in arms against the National Gov- 
ernment, aro guilty of troason according to 
the tenets of every political party that ever 
existed in this nation. 

Resolved. That the so-styled Southern Con-; 
federacy. and its abettors in this Stale, are 
responsible for involving Kentucky in this 
war and making her soil its theatre, and they 
only made the formation of federal camps in ; 
the State a pretext for doing that which they 
had long before contemplated. 

A'm«(c«/, That slaves are property, and as 
such, according to the uniform rule and prac- 
tice of civilized warfare, are subject to cap- 
ture and confiscation when their owners aro 
in arms against the Government: and while 
Kentucky cannot complain of their capture 
and confiscation, she will not consent toorap- 
prove of their emancipation when so captured. 

Resolved, That in our opinion the bc»t dis- 
position that can he made id' slaves so captur- : 
ed, is to turn then over to the loyal slave 
States, to be by them disposed of. 

Resolved. That the use of captured slaves 
to work upon fortifications, ic, is not im- 
proper; but we unqualifiedly condemn and 
oppose the arming of slaves to tight in behalf 
of the government. 

Resolved. That the capture of Mason and 
Slidell is approved, and was in accordance' 
with international law. 

Resolved. That as we understand the sole ; 
object of the war is to maintain the unity and 
integrity of the nation, and to restore its au- 
thority over its whule territory; and should 
tho national authorities, during its progress, 
madly make it a war against the institution of. 
slavery, it wiil then become the right anil the 
duty of Kentucky to resist; and she will re-

Resolved, That we should, by every kind of 
legislation consistent with the Constitution of 
Kentucky and of the United States, and the 
great principle of freedom of opinion and 
speech, cripple and crush out disloyalty in tho 
State. 

Resolred, That virtue and intelligence 
are the true vo ial fires, the extinction 
of which bode detriment to a republic; and 
it is the duty of all our State and National 
Legislators, so far as in their power, to pro- 
mote the cause of popular education and the 
spread of general intelligence and morality. 

Resolved, That Kentucky is firmly attach- 
ed to the Union, and will make every honor- 
able sacrifice to maintain it, and to that end 
will exert all her energies and means, so long 
as the pre-ent unhappy war shall he prosecu- 
ted, for the legitimate purpose of maintaining 
its constitutional unity and integrity.

A Treason Case in Now York — Good Advice. 

Morris Meyer, a Broadway shoe merchant 
in New York city, was lately arrested upon a 
warrant or Lettre de Cachet of Secretary 
Seward, and sent as a prisoner to Fort La- 
fayette. This was on the 18th inst. The 
New York Times (Republican) of the 2«th 
inst. has the following finale to the affair. It ] 
says : 

"At the time of his incarceration there was 
much sympathy excited in his behalf, and 
many doubted if he had been guilty of any ; 
thing worthy of bonds. Superintendent Ken- 
nedy's orders from tho State Department | 
were, however, of such a character as to ad- 
mit of no discretion as to the disposition of 
his prisoner, and he was therefore committed. ] 
Meyer claimed to he a strong Union man. and 
his numerous influential friends in the city 1 
insisted that he ought not to be sent to pris- I 
on. Mr. Kennedy immediately wrote to Mr. 
SeWard, setting forth tho facts, and stating 
his belief that Mr. Meyer was not a man who 
would do any harm to the Union cause. The 
Secretary very promptly sent an order for 
his release. " 

The New York Express, an old AVhig and 
American journal, makes this case a text for 
the following remarks. It says: 

"Mr. Seward must not construe the silence 
of the press into an indorsement of this incar- 
ceration — in which, by tho way, he displays 
an alacrions genius or talent as Secretary — 
for this very awe-struck silence is his loudest 
condemnation. Nobody blames the Secretary 
for causing this boot and shoe dealer to be ar- 
rested, for innocent as well as guilty are liable 
to arrest; but every body, or almost every- 
body, in inner heart, must condemn and dis- 
own such an arrest, without an examination 
or trial or bail, or the right of habeas corpus, 
of a mere hoot and shoe dealer — (no man, 
even in public life.) 

' The Judges are here ready, willing, aye, 
desirous of incarcerating and punishing every 
traitor; and tho jurors stand ready to execute 
the public will. No martial law exists — the 
courts and juries are of accord with the Gov- 
ernment, and the whole public sentiment of 
the city runs against treason and traitors. 
Hence, such an act as this of Secretary Sew- 
ard, though acquiesced in because we are in a 
civil War, 'nevertheless, is utterly unnecessary, 
and harmful in the highestdegrec — as it takes 
away from the humble citizen, as well as from 
tin; distinguished, all right of liberty, of fami- 
ly — all social rights — in short, converts the 
Government into an irresponsible despotism, 
as bad as that in Rome, in Hungary, or in 
Turkey, or Egypt even. No man is safe an 
hour under such an administration of govern- 
ment. The spy, or informer, or private ene- 
my, may go to Washington and whisper 
'treason,' in Mr. Seward s ear — when Mr. 
Seward uses the telegraph, and Mr. Kennedy 
executes his order. Thus a man is on his 
way to Fort Lafayette, only because he may 
have offended some neighbor in business, or 
some one who wishes to put him out of his 
way. That Mr. Seward commits constant er- 
rors is shown from his constant releases from 
prison. The Lettre tic Cachet shuts a man up 
one day, and the letter of deliverance lets him 
out in a week. 

"Now, we call the attention of President 
Lincoln to this despotic use of ministerial 
powers in States as loyal as his own family, 
with the hope that he will arrest Mr. Seward 
in this species of despotism. Wo submit 
cheerfully — because it seems necessary to the 
public good — to it violation of the post-office, 
to the breaking of seals, to search without 
w arrants, Ac., all; in other times, horrible acts 
of despotism, but this taking of a man from 
his shop on Broadway, by a telegram from 
Washington, and hurrying hint off to prison, 
is wholly unnecessary in a nominal free State. 
If Mr. Seward s object ho to strike terror, and 
only to strike terror by State arrests, he is, 
pro tem, doubtless, successful — but in the end, 
such arrests must lead to horrible personal 
reprisals — of course, fo such as we often read 
of in despotisms. No one blames the Gov- 
ernment lor arresting, summarily, an ex-Sen- 
ator Gwyn. The arrest, indeed, but pays a 
compliment to his eminent position, his great 
power, his talent, Ac, all of which might 
have been perverted to public damage; hut 
the arrest of a boot and shoe dealer on Broad- 
way is fairly running the thing in the ground. 



[From the London Herald.] 
Shall Privateersmen bo Treated'as Pirates \ — 
The British Government to Assert Itself. 

Having tacitly or openly avowed that the 
maintenance of the Confederate cause by a 
victorious army in the field of the propor- 
tions numerically of a great European Power, 
gives the character id' a belligerent to the 
Confederate States, it wilt never do to sanction 
the judicial murder of Southerners captured 
on the ocean. Up to that point there may he 
a joint representation of all the Powers; but 
until the nationalities of tho other privateer 
crews have been ascertained, thiscountry will 
be single-handed in its representations or in 
its policy in the matter of tho bringing to 
trial of British subjects, and probably hang- 
ing them for the commission of a crime which 
in the most formal manner we have pronounc- 
ed imaginary. There are no Frenchmen, or 
Spaniards, or Russians, among the Savannah's 
crew, although there is one native of llnmbirg 
and one Chinaman, both unnaturalized. Stiil 
there may be Frenchmen and others among 
the crews of the other privateers, and Lord 
Russell's information may be more full than 
our own. Be that as it may, however, the 
Government must now do something to redeem 
the honor of the country, and let the world know 
that Isord Ralntcrston s Cicis Romanns sum 
has some meaning. For months past we have 
counseled a different policy to that which has 
been pursued. We have asked that the 
French Government should he dealt with in 
a friendly spirit, hut with a firmness and pur- 
pose befitting the high position of this coun- 
try and the magnitude of the interests which 
we have at slake. Forbearance, vacillation, 
and truckliny to the Federal Government have, 
howect.r, been the, guiding principles of our 
policy, and it has failed. The country will now 
expect the Government to do its duty. 

Four British seamen illegally on trial for 
their lives in an American port, generously 
and secretly provided with counsel by their 
countrymen abroad, who havo been witnesses 
of their sufferings and of the indignities heap- 
ed upon them, abandoned by that country to 
which they owe allegiance, and which might 
command their services for the protection of 
our homes, would he a spectacle unparalleled 
iu our national history. 



A Sad Case. 

A e ise has been brought to our notice dur- 
ing l lie past week, which, for its melancholy 
associations, surpasses anything of the kind 
we have heard of for some lime past. 

A young and beautiful girl, the only daugh- 
ter of one of our most respectable families, 
conceived the folly of advertising for a hus- 
band in one of the city papers some time ago. 
She was not alone in the girlish prank; n com- 
panion of hers, an estimable young lady, as- 
sisting and countenancing the delusion. She 
received a largo number of letters from vari- 
ous correspondents, and selecting a few, ap- 
parently the most respectably she opened a 
regular correspondence w itli them. Sometimes 
one and sometimes the other would write the 
answers, and it was considered by both the 
thoughtless girls excellent and rare sport. In 
the course of two or three weeks her com- 
panion moved into the country, w hich left all 
the business of responding to the communica- 
tions to herself. Narrowing the limits of the 
correspondence still further down, she ceased 
writing to all hut two, and with these an ex- 
change of letters became quite frequent. In 
Hbout a month from the time when her com- 
panion left the city, she had dropped writing 
to all but one, and this correspondent begin- 
ning to assume a local habitation and a name 
in tho mind of tho bewildered girl, became 
the constant companion of her imagination 
and her inexperience. Daguerreotypes were 
exchanged, and in a moment of weakness she 
prom tad a meeting. It was to take place at 
the theatre. She went there on the night 
appointed, in company with a young gentle- 
man who was utterly ignorant of what was 
about to happen. During the dance her un- 
known correspondent, recognizing her from 
the daguerreotype, passed over to where she 
was sitting, and took a seat immediately be- 
hind her. Leaning over, he addressed her in 
a familiar Way, and with assumed familiarity 
of her own, she turned round and shook hands 
with him. They engaged in conversation a 
few moments, when slipping a note into her 
hand, he passed over again to tho other side 
of the theatre. 

It is easy to tell what supervened upon this 
inlerview. Their meetings were constantand 
clandestine. He was a finished roi<?, of easy 
manners and polished exterior, and found it 
by no means difficult to impress upon tho 
mind of a simple girl of sixteen summers the 
idea of a romantic attachment. A few more 
weeks passed over, and tho climax of an inti- 
macy begun so iU-edviaedly was reached. 
One day last week she was missing from her 
home, and as yet has not been heard of. Her 
parents have written to her friend in the 
country, who has informed them, albeit too 
late, of all the melancholy circumstances, 
and given them a clue to the wretch who has 
robbed them of their child. His daguerreo- 
type has been found in a bureau drawer, and 
by that the terrible discovery has been made 
that he is a married man. 

Thus the imprudence of a jes{ has become 
fraught with sorrow and wre'ehedness to all, 
affording another instance of the danger of 
young ladies indulging in tho frivolity of cor- 
responding with unknown persons. It may 
be the primrose path of girlish sport, but it 
has a serpent under it, whose sting is inevi- 
table and almost certain ruin. — Chicago Post.

Tapeworms and Measly Fork. 

Strange, passingstrange, and wonderful will 
be found the facts in this article. 

In Boston there is a very learned German, 
I). F. Weinland, Ph. D. I Doctor of Philoso- j 
phy,) who is devoting his life to the study of j 
tapeworms. During the last ten years he | 
has dissected more than five thousand animals 
in search of these singular parasites, and tho 
facts which he and his collaborators in this 
field of investigation have ascertained are ex- 
ceedingly curious. 

Tapeworms arc found in all classes of ver- 
tcbrated animals, fisjjes as well as land ani- 
mals, different species of animals generally 
having different species of tapeworms ; that 
of the horse differing from that of the ass; 
that of the sheep from that of the goat; and 
that of the rat from that of the mouse. 

The common human tapeworm lives and 
grows in the bowels. Its head is provided 
with four suckers with a cluster of little 
hooks, by means of which it attaches itself to 
the intestine, the body floating two or three 
yards down, and absorbing the nourishing 
juices either through small openings or 
through the skin. The body consist! of several 
hundred rings or sections which grow out of 
the head, so that those nearest the head are 
the youngest, and the oldest are at the end of 
the tail. The creature is an hermaphrodite; 
and as the joints mature the sexual organs 
arc developed, the male and female both in 
the same joint. The joints then break off, 
each one is a complete living animal, preserv- 
ing its existence frequently for a considerable 
lime, and laying numbers of eggs after it is 
broken off. 

The eggs pass out by fn-ccs, and never hatch 
unless they enter the stomach of a hog. But 
if the joints are eaten by a hog, or if the eggs 
find their way into water that is drank by- 
swine, the eggs hatch in the hog's stomach, 
producing animals so small as to be invisable 
to the naked eye. but which, under tho mi- 
croscope, are seen to have three pairs of spines, 
by means of which they bore their way into 
the walls of the blood vessels and enter into 
the circulation. Here they are carried into 
the muscles of the hog, where they grow into 
a curious animal, having the head and neck 
of a human tapeworm, with a round bladder 
tail, and producing the disease called measles. 
It has long been known that measly pork 
was caused by this little bladder-tailed animal, 
but it is only within a few years that the curi- 
ous fact has been ascertained that this animal 
is the larva of the common human tapeworm. 
It is now proved by careful observation that 
if one of these animals is taken into tho hu- 
man stomach, the bladder-like tail is digested, 
while the living head and neck pass down in- 
to the intestines, where they hook on, and the 
rings begin rapidly to grow out into the well 
known tapeworm. 

Other species of tapeworms, living in other 
animals, have a natural history similar to that 
of the human tapeworm. They all live in 
the intestines of vertehrated animals, (animals I 
with backbones,) and each species must be 
hatched in the stomach of some animal 
different from that in which it is developed. 
For mStanee, one of the tapeworms of the 
dog is batched in the stomach of a hare, and 
another in that of an ox; and the tapeworm 
of a cat is hatched in the stomachs of rats and 
mice. 

About two hundred spec ies of tapeworms 
have been described, five of them being found 
in man. There are only two, however, that 
are at all common. One of these is a narrow 
worm wilh hooks on its head, found particu- 
larly in the Teutonic nations. (German Eng- 
lish, and Americans, ) and the broad tapeworm 
without hooks, which seems to live almost 
solely in the Swiss and in tho Sclavonic na- 
tions. The formerand more common of these 
two species has a head about the size of a 
pin's head, and the body gradually widens to 
about a quarter of an inch, sometimes reach- 
ing a length of two and a quarter feet. Tape- 
worms have beeu found in sheep, one hundred 
feet long. 

It is doubted by some physicians whether 
tapeworms are injurious to health, though it 
teemi probable that they arc. They are cer- 
tainly generally accompanied cither by cere- 
brospinal affections, or nausea, or indigestion, 
or colic. The great remedy is pomegranite 
bark. 

There are four orders of "intestinal worms" 
or "hclminthes," and the several species of, 
tapeworms constitute one of these orders. The 
name given by naturalists to this order is ' 
Cettoidea, from cestos, girdle of Venus.

Proclamation by the Governor. 

Whlrkas, The following act of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the Common wraith of Ken- 
tucky, cordially approved by me on the 20th 
instant, is the law of the land. I think proper, 
in the exercise of my executive duties, to 
make the fame promptly known to the 
public, as 1 do hereby, and 1 do earnestly 
enjoin all citizens and residents of this 
State to be obedient to all the require- 
ments thereof, to the end thnt the hu 
mane and noble purposes of the Legisla- 
ture may be faithfully effected: The said act 
of the General Assembly is as follows: 

Ileeolutionn providing for the peare and quiet of 
the Citizens of this Commonwealth. 

Whereas, Tlie people of Kentucky have, 
from the beginning, ardently desired nnd still 
cherish the hope that they may not be involv- 
ed in the unnatnral, prevailing civil strife 
that Kentucky is now, as she ever has been, 
willing, and ready to interpose her friendily 
mediation in adjusting terms of peace and re- 
conciliation alike honorable and just to all; 
but as her wishes to mediate and restore har- 
mony may not avail at present, and it is de- 
sirable that the people in the meantime, 
should act in harmony, and lie at peace 
among themselves, so that if they shall be 
involved in war, tliey will as far as possible, 
relieve and palliate its calamities ; therefore 

Resolved by the General Asaemhly of the. 
Commonwealth, of Kentucky, That if collisions 
between hostile armies shall take place with- 
in our territory, that it i- iiK -t earnestly re- 
commended to the people of Kentucky not 
to engage in said strife amongst themselves, 
on account of differences of political opinions; 
that it is the duty of the people to lie obedi- 
ent to the civil authorities, and respect in 
times of war as well as peace, all the rights 
guaranteed to every citizen by the Constitu- 
tion and laws of the land, that all good citi- 
zens however they may differ in political opin- 
ions, should unite in pioteeting each other in 
their rights, of life, liberty, and property, 
ftgMtlet all and every invasion thereuf by un- 
lawful raids, tuobs, marauding bands or other 
evil disposed persons, and ltd the civil au- 
thorities in arresting all such persons and 
bringing them before Ihe courts for trial. 

It- indeed. That we, the Representative* of 
the present General Assembly hereby pledge 
ourselves to a strict observance of the forego- 
ing resolutions, and earnestly recommend a 
like observance by all tbe people of the Slate 
of Kentucky."

Whkrkas, The following resolutions, viz 
Whkrkas, Kentucky has been invaded by 
the forces of the so-called Confederate States, 
and the commanders of the forces so invading 
the State have insolently prescribed the con- 
ditions upon which they will withdrnw, thus 
insulting the dignity of the State by demand- 
ing terms to which Kentucky cannot listen 
without dishonor; therefore, 

1. He it renolred by the General Assembly 
of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, That the 
invaders must be expelled; inasmuch as there 
are now in Kentucky Federal troops assem- 
bled for the purpose of preserving tbe tran- 
quility of the Slate, and of defending and pro- 
tecting the people of Kentucky in the peaceful 
enjoyment of their lives and property, it is — 

2. Farther resolved. That General Robert 
Anderson, a native Kentuckian, who has been 
appointed to the command of the Department 
of Cumberland, be requested to take instant 
command, with authority aud power from 
this Commonwealth to call out a volunteer 
force in Kentucky for the purposeof repelling 
the invaders from our soil. 

3. Jiesolt ed, That in using the means which 
duty nnd honor require shall be used to expel 
the invaders from tbe soil id" Kentucky, no 
citizen shall be molested ou account of his 
political opinions; that no citizens' property 
shall be taken or confiscated because of 
such opinions, nor shall any slave be set 
free by any military commander, and that all 
peaceable citizens and their families nre enti- 
tled to, and shall receive the fullest protection 
of the Government in the enjoyment of their 
lives, their liberties and their property. 

4. Itesohed, That His Excellency, the Gov 
crnor id' the Commonwealth of Kentucky, be 
requested to give nil the aid in lus power lo 
accomplish the end desired by these resolutions 
and that he cail out so much of the military 
force of the State under his command, as may 
be necessary therefor, and that he place the 
same under the command of Gen. Thomas L. 
Crittenden. 

5. Resolved^ That the patriotism of every 
Kentuckian is invoked, and is confidently re- 
lied upon to give active aid iu the defense of 
the Commonwealth. 

Have this day been passed by both Houses of 
the General Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky, the Govcmor'sobjections thereto 
to the contrary notwithstanding, and are there- 
fore the law of the land, 1 do hereby issue this 
my proclamation, enjoin ingal I officers and citi- 
zens of this State to render obedience to all 
the requirements of said resolutions, and in 
obedience thereto, 1 have ordered Gen. Thom- 
as L. Crittenden to exectilc the purposes con- 
templated by said resolutions; and I hereby 
require all citizens of Kentucky subject to 
military duty to obey the cull which the said 
Gen. Crittenden may make upon them in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of said resolu- 
tions.

Proclamation by the Governor. 

Wiikukas, the following Act, to-wit: 
^ln act to raise volunteer forces to repel the inva- 
sion of the State, and for other purposes. 

V 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That aa the soil of 
the State ol Kentucky has been invaded by 
armed forces, acting under the authority of the 
so-called Confederate States ; therefore for the 
purpose of repelling said invasion, the Goveri 
of the State of Kentucky is hereby dirccte^*'to 
issue his proclamation forthwith, calling out not 
leBS than forty thousand soldiers, residents nnd 
citizens of Kentucky, between the ages of eigh- 
teen and forty-live years, to be mustered into the 
service of this Commonwealth for any lerm of 
service not less than twelve months nor more 
than three years, from the time they were mus- 
tercM into service, unless sooner discharged. 

$ 3. That the Governor be, and he is hereby, 
authorized, in older to raise said loice, to accept 
of the services of any volunteer companies who 
shall, within three months from the date of his 
proclamation, tender their services ; aud he shall 
commission for that purpose all officers duly elect- 
ed by the companies aforesaid, necessary aud 
proper for the command of such volunteers. 

§ 3. That all volunteer officers, non-commis- 
sioned officers, musicians, and privates, whose 
service may be tendered and accepted under tiie 
provisions of this act, shall be mustered into ser- 
vice at such pluces of rendezvous in the Con- 
gressional District in which they vol ilnteer aa the 
General in the field shall appoint by his orders; 
and when so mustered into service, shall be thin 
and there entitled to receive in advance one 
months pay, to be taken and considered as part 
of their pay. < 

§ 4. That the forces to be raised and organ- 
ized, as provided for by this net, shall, when 
mustered into service, be under the command of 
the General commanding the State forces iu the 
field. • 

§ 5. That the Governor be also authorized to 
accept the services of fifteen hundred men, iu ad- 
dition to the forty thousand men provided for by 
this act, one thousand lo be used as sharp shoot- 
ers aud stouts, and five hundred to be usid as 
horsemen and scouts, they furnishing their own 
horses : Provided, That no person shall be ac- 
cented in this arm of the service unless his skill 
and capacity have been tested by the General in 
command, or such officer as he may detail for 

tlrat purpose : A ud provided alto. That sucl: 

BOHS. shall receive five dollars per mouth of extra 
pay 

§ 6. That each horseman, for the services of his 
horse, shall receive five dollars per month, nnd 
in case his horse is killed by the enemy, he shall 
be paid the value of the horse, not exceeding one 
hundred and fifty dollars. 

I) 7. That the commander in the field may or- 
ganize individuals who tender themselves into 
companies, and such companies as may tender 
themselves into squadrons, battalions, and regi- 
ments, and permit them to elect their officers, 
who shall, when so elected, be commissioned by 
the Governor on the certificate of the General 
commanding. 

4 8. That the Governor is authorized to ac- 
cept the services of squadrons, battalions, and 
regiments, when tendered as such, and commis- 
sion the officers elected by the squadron-, bat- 
talions, and regiments so organized ; the election 
of olhcers by any company, battalion, squadron, 
or regiment shall be superintended and conduct- 
ed by any justice of the peace, or judge of the 
county court, who may be callid on for tmU 
purpose ; and such justice or judge shall certify 
lo the Military Board the names of the officers 
elected, and for what office each is elected, and 
thereupon said Board, if they approve the pro- 
ceedings, shall certify to the Governor the names 
of the officers elected, and what office they have 
bten respectively elected to fill, who shall issue 
commissions in conformity to sin h certificate. 

(j 9. That the comm. Hiding General shall be 
entitled toappoint and employ such staff officers, 
and w ith sucli rank, as the Inspector General is 
empowered to appoint by the Nth section of the 
3d article of the act, entitled "An act for the 
better organization of the Kentucky militia," ap- 
proved March 5, lb60 ; and he shall have the au- 
thority conferred on said Inspector General 
by the 10th, I lilt, and 12ih sections of said ar- 
ticle of said act. 

§ 10. The troops raised under this act shall be 
organized into squadrons, battalions, regiments, 
brigades, and divisions, and have the same num- 
ber of officers for each squadron, battalion, regi- 
ment, brigade, and division, as are allowed in 
the army of the United States, and shall receive 
the same pay and rations as are allowed the troops 
of the United Slates of the same rank and grade. 
When brigades and divisions are formed out °^ 
the troops so raised, they shall beollicered accord- 
ing to existing laws. 

A 11. This act to be of force from its passage. 

Has this day been passed by both houses of 
the General Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky, the Governor's objections there- 
to to the contrary notwithstanding, nnd is 
therefore the law of the hind. Now, 
therefore, I, do hereby issue this, my 
proclamation, commanding all officers and 
citizens of this State to render obedience 
to all the requirements of said above recited 
act-
